1, (to 3 September 1954 supplementary and PA interrogations of Refat 
and ftanije Bya&n were completed. Subsequently sublets were returned to Lavrdm 
Camp. For all intents and purposes their cases are considered closed and n o more 
reporting will be submitted to Headquarters an subjects, ^hey conducted them- 
selves well while under oar responsibility and proved to be very co-operative 
throughout the interregatim*. 


2. Aa regards the oaaa of Ahmet Hyska, sublet had indicated cm numerous 
occasions to CL -3 and CL 3 that he was ready and willing to work for 
Albania’s cause under our auspices. This frequently repeated expression of 
subject’ s desire plus his intelligent and aggressive c asportation motivated this 
desk to consider him far possible recruitment in the fiel d of agent activity. 

Cn tha basis of above, o J and C 3 interrogated subject on 3 September 
in preparaticn for ICFHttTSR. A number of discrepancies in his biography, how- 
ever, became evident and it was recamaendod that subject be handled as a CB 
case and be given a thorough and meticulous interrogation prior to exposing 
subject to the LCFUflTfR and proceeding with further plans* 

3. It should be noted that subject has lately changed his tune to some 
degree. He. has bee one quite political in his attitude and approach, favoring 
very strongly the SKA Party of Abas Ewwnja. During the interrogation of 3 
September, subject indicated he was willing: to accept agent activity assignment 
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an conditio) that the BKA representative be inf earned and give® approval to same.
